THE RECALL OF DR. DU MBA. 
The grounds for the recall of Ambassador Dumba 
‘are clear and sound. We do not see how the 
Austrian government can fail to recognize them. We 
do not see how the Austrian government can pre- 
tend to take offense at our self-respectms action, 
and we do not apprehend that it will do so. : 
The conduct of Dr. Dumba, as disclosed by his. 


letter to Count Burian and his admissions, had 


carried him far over the line of diplomatic propriety’ 
or friendly intercourse, and unfitted him longer to 
represent his country at the American capital. But 
it is hardly to be feared that so moderate and 


proper a protest as that directed to Vienna by 


Mr. Lansing can nesult in a permanent severance of 
diplomatic relations with the Austrian government, 
unless there is an ulterior purpose to pick a quarrel 
with us. No self-respecting government could af- 
ford to overlook such a conspiracy to bring about 
industrial embarrassment or paralysis, the loss of 
legitimate trade and the possible fomentation of 
domestic disorder, and it is to be hoped, for the 
sake of our relations with the Teutonic allies, that 
the Austrian government will promptly repudiate 
Dr. Dumba’s acts, replace him with a more discreet 


agent, and effectively discourage any further im- 


proper interference with our domestic conditions, 

This our government has a right to insist upon 

and to expect, and in its insistence will have the 
support of the nation. 
At the same ‘time the American public, or so 
much of it as is capable of consideration, will 
ponder again upon the situation of our government, 
once more confronted with the duty of enforcing a 
due respect for national honor and interests. 

Once again, as often before since the world war 
began, we have occasion to recall the words of Saiat 
Luke: When a strong man armed keepeth his 
‘place, his goods are in peace.”

Ten days remain before the camp begins. It 
will last for four weeks and in this term those who 
attend will be given, if we are to credit the report 
of the men who attended Plattsburg, one of the 
most interesting and instructive experiences a red 
blooded American can find. ‘There are plenty of 
such men as made the Plattsburg camp notable ready 
to go to Fort Sheridan. Their employers should 
see to it that they go. 


A STRIKE UNNECESSARY. 

It is to be hoped business stagnation and unem- 
ployment will not be aggravated by a strike of gar- 
ment workers in Chicago. The hope will be shared 
by all who are interested in the workers, in busi- 
ness prosperity, in the good of the community. 

There is no necessity, we are confident, for a 
strike to bring about the results sought by the 
workers. New York, with its famous protocol, with 
its broad minded handling of relations between em- 
ployers and employés in the garment industry of 
that city, offers us an example. It has brought 
peace and justice after years of undesirable condi- 
tions. Chicago can and will do as well.

A baby death rate of 200 per 1,000 A 
be held by authorities to be inexcusably 
bad, and yet among the mothers of this 
group of babies four out of five would 
save thelr babies and each think, there- 
fore, that her method wes right.

milk supply, housing, and, in fact, every- 
thing which affects babies were the same. 

In order to guard against incidental! 
areas 1,000 babies were studied. There 
were plenty of trained nurses, physicians, 
watchers, and checker In one district 
the houges were made clean and kept 
clean. In the other no special efforts at 
cleanlinese were made. In one district 
the houses were kept free of flles In the 
other the fly situation was about as it 
usually is in the congested portions of 


1 
The conclusion arrived at was that the 
Girt factor was 1.8 This means that a 
baby in a dirty house was nearly twice 
(1.8) as liable to have summer complaint 
as a baby in a clean house. 
The fly factor was 1.9, A baby ina 
house where flies abound is 1.9 times as 
apt to get summer diarrhea as one in a 
fily-free house. 

The combined dirt and fly factor was 
2.4. A baby in a dirty, fly infested house 
fs about two and a half times as apt to 
get sick in summer as he would be were 
he kept in a clean house where there 
were no files. 

This is the second summer that Dr.

Lord Howe—this, too, in spite of the fact 
that the statute of limitationa, which, of 
course, runs from the death of Charles 
Jennings in 1708, has long since rendered 
any proceedings for the property entirely 
useless, even if the pretensions were oth- 
erwise well founded.

Charles Jennings, a native of Birming- 
ham, was one of the greatest [ronmasters 
in England in the eighteenth century, and 
acquired vast estates in Essex, in Suffolk- 
Shire, and in Leicestershire, including 
Gopsall hall, in the latter county. It was 
at Gopsall that he entertained for months 
and years together the great composer 
Handel, who wrote the Messiah’ and 
“Israel in Egypt while living there as 
the guest of Jennings. Indeed, many of 
Handel's original scores are preserved in 
the library at Gopsall. 

Jennings, on account of the splendor of 
his establishments and of his equipages, 
and perhaps also owing to his love of 
ostentation, used to be known as Solo- 
mon the Magnificent,“ and while he ren- 
dered an immense service to music and to 
literature by his munificent patronage of 
Handel and by his formation of the su- 
perb collection of rare Shakspeare folios, 
which came under the hammer in 1907, 
he rendered himself somewhat ridiculous 
by publishing towards the close of his 
life an edition of some of Shakspeare’s 
plays on.a plan of his own.

Lord Howe, who is the principal cham- 
beriain of Queen Alexandra, and, through 
his wife, the late Lady Georgiana Spencer 
Churchill, an uncle of the Duke of Mari- 
borough and of Winston Spencer Church- 
ill, is sometimes described as the chief of 
the house of Curzon. This is not the case. 
The head of the house is the venerable 
Lord Scarsdale, father of the former vice- 
roy of India, now Earl Curzon. The Cur- 
zons are descended from a Norman 
knight of the name of Giraline de Curzon, 
who received a number of manors in Ox- 
fordshire and Berkshire from William the 
Conqueror, and who founded three lines 
—namely: the Curzons of Gopsall, the 
Curzons of Kedleston, and the Curzons of 
Waterperry. The Curzons of Kedleston 
alone survive, being able to trace the 
descent of their family in an unbroken 
male line to the founder of the house. 

— 

King Charles I. conferred a baronetcy 
on the Curzon of Kedleston of his day, and 
the second baronet married, as above 
described, Sarah, daughter of William 
Penn of Penn house, Buckinghamshire. 
The fourth baronet, Nathaniel Curzon of 
Kedleston, had two sons, the elder of 
whom was elevated to the peerage as 
Lord Scarsdale, while the younger, Ash- 
ton, was created Lord Curzon in 1802. 

Lord Curzon’s son married Sophia, Ba- 
roness Howe, daughter and heiress of the 
famous Admiral Lord Howe, and niece of 
the two generals of the same name, one 
of whom fell at the battle of Ticonderoga, 
while the other was commander-in-chief 
of the British forces in America from 1776 
to 1778, after having taken part in most 
of the battles of the war of independence, 

All these three brothers were grandsons 
of George I., their mother, the wife of 
the second Viscount Howe, having been 
a natural daughter of that monarch by 
the Hanoverian Countess Kilmansegg, of 
whom Thomas Carlyle and Thackeray 
drew such very ttering portraits. 


~> 

The fourth viscount—namely: the ad- 
miral--left no son, but several daughters, 
the eldest of whom, Sophia, inherited his 
barony, but not his earldom, which be- 
came extinct. Sophia married Penn Cur- 
zon, son of that first Viscount Curgon 
who by his union with old Jennings’ niece 
had become owner of the Jennings es- 
tates, 

The son of Sophia, Baroness Howe, and 
of her husband, the Hon. Penn Curzon, in- 
herited his paternal grandfather’s vis- 
county of “ron, also his mother’s ba- 
rony of R. and was created Far 
Howe by George IV. on the occasion of 
the latter's coronation. He left a whole 
tribe of children, and the present Ear! 
Howe is his grandson. 

There is no vestige of truth. however, 
in the stories frequently printed, accord- 
ing to which this first Earl Howe of the 
Present creation secretly married Queen 
Adelaide after the death of William IV.

Highland Park, III., Sept. 9.— §Editor 
of The Tribune.)—So many editorial 
writers jump into a fit at the mention of 
German militarism and heatedly de- 
nounce Germany on that account. But 
most of these outbursts are prompted by 
a strong anti-German feeling. Of course, 
it is undeniable that Germany is the most 
military of all nations. What a soft prey 
for a coalition of other nations, jealous 
of her commercial growth, she would be 
if she did not keep a strong arm ever 
ready to defend herself. . 

We hear so much about militarism be- 
ing a cause of war. But isn’t it true that 
alliances are even more to blame? Some 
may answer that a number of friendly 
countries banding together thereby pre- 
vent war. The same answer goes for a 
strong military mation. Of course, 4 
strong military state will have its way 
in a great many things, but will not also 
a coalition of states, because of their col- 


§setive power, be able to force their say- 
so on to a country of a weaker com- 
bine of nations? : 

The simple fact is that Germany is so 
situated, right in a cluster of designing 
countries, that it is compelled, as a mat- 
ter of self-protection, to be military. But 
how little, comparatively, is heard 
against England’s navalism. Navalism 
is more dangerous to the world at large 
than militarism. Is it not? Compare 
the effect German militarism has had on 
the neutral world with the effect English 
navalism has had. ; 

The fact that I sympathize with the 
— allies in this war by no 2 
ads me to condemn England for being 
navalistic. She must be as a matter of 
self-protection. She is so situated as to 
require a large navy. 

It is amusing how our editors who have 
80 lavishly condemned German militarism 
are now crying for a stronger army and 
a stronger navy for our country. They 
insist that we have a navy and an army 
powerful enough to beat down an at- 
tacking foe. And right they are. But 
that's militariam. tor war 
the time to prepare 
war, not during. 1

sions” that have 
ever found their 
way into the pages 
of a book those by 
the Countess Marie 
Tarnowska (Cen- 
tury company) are

strangest. Marie Bashkertseff, a coun- 
trywoman of Tarnowska, was frank but 
her frankness was amusing. She was 
frank in her admiration of her own cley- 
erness. Hers was a childi.ke frankness. 

There is nothing childlike about the con- 

fessions of Marie Tarnowska. It will be 
remembered that the arrest and imprison- 
ment of this young woman a few years 

ao was & cause célébre. She was of a 
good family, beautiful, married, the 
mother of two children whom she seems 
to have loved in a tigerish way but she 
was degenerate, abnormal, whatever it 
may be called. She loved well and was 
loved by them in turn, but her love 
brought ruin and death to the unhappy 
ones who worshiped at her shrine. > 

The murder, which she instigated and 
for which she was imprisoned, occurred 
on Sept. 3, 1907. Her lover, the fourth 
or fifth on her list, Count Paul Kamuarow- 
sky, was fatally shot in his apartment 
in Venice by his intimate friend, Nicolas 

Naumoff, who was infatuated by Marie 
Tarnowska, and committed the crime at 
her insistence. Kamarowsky recognized 

in his murderer a man whom he loved as 

a brother and helped him to escape while 

he was bleeding from the fatal wounds.

Tarnowska led Naumoff to believe that 
her engagement to marry Count Paul was 
the only obstacle to her marriage with 
him and for that reason he committed 
the crime.

Powdered camphor, one-fourth grain; sul- 
phate of quinine, one-fourth grain; fluid extract of belladonna root, one- 
eighth minim. This should be well mixed and made 
into a capsule. Take one every hajf-hour until four 
doses have been taken; after that take one every three 
hours until the running of the nose has ceased, which 
generally occurs at the end of twenty-four hours. If 
there is a high fever and no marked improvement at 
the end of twenty-four hours you should see a physician.

country to the trade of the world. They 
want to throw off the commercial yoke 
of Germany and bring into Nes Rat: 
the products of all the nations. 

Thus, R. . MeCormick explained the 
Hussian attitude toward the markets of 
America et a luncheon gtven by the for- 
eign trade committee of the Ilinois Man- 
ufacturers’ assocation at the Hote Le 
Salle yesterday. 

Mr. McCormick stated that in his - 
perience in Russia as a war correspond- 
ent for Taz TRIBUNE he had found acry- | 
ing heed for American banks ora Ru- 
American bank. } 

Germans Dominated Trade. 

„Prior to the war,” Mr. McCormick 
seid, “ nine-tenths of the goods used in 
Russia passed through German hands. 
They had German cashiers for most of 
the banks, and much of the bank stock 
was held by Germans. 

Now the point of view of Russia is to 
open its markets to the world. The com- 
mercial leaders do not want to confine 
their business to om: country. 

“ ‘The military alliance with France and 
England is likely to result in a ~ommercie! 
alliance following the war. Engiand and 
France, no doubt, will desire a commercial 
treaty with Russia, so that they can con- 
trol the sales. Russia feels, however, 
that if it can break away from commer- 
cial serfdom it wants to avoid a possible 
trade domination by England such as was 
exercised by Germans. 

_ .Gustoms Totally Different. 

“In trying for business in Russia t 
must be borne in mind that the language 
is different, the religion is different, 
weights and measures ere different, and 
the customs are unlike ours. The Rus- 
sians ponderously cling to their own 
ways and we've got to sell them their 
own way. 

Russia is the biggest market in the 
world. Not in our lifetime, or the life- 
time of our children or grandchildren 
will it be a manufacturing nation. There 
is a demand in Russia in normal times for 
every manufactured article. The war is 
being fought now in the manufacturing 
‘district of Russia. These factories after 
the war will not be in use for some time. 


Interpreters Not Dependable. 

“ Americans are the slaves of inter- 
preters and the interpreters are not al- 
ways working for the American’s inter- 
ests, and there is no use hoping to do any 
considerable business without learning 
the Russian language. It is easy-to learn 


and Sur salesmen should be educated in 


the language before attempting to make 
sales there. Don't step on the pet hobbies 
of the Russians. They are as easily m- 
sulted by ee er- We ONS by tereigg- 
ers who come here.”

elares Innocent Suffer Be- 
cause of Brainless Acts. | 


Early abandonment of Chicago's night 
court and a vigorous campaign to stop 
“ bonehead "arrests by the police were 
forecast last night by Chief Justice Harry 
Olson of the Municipal court in an inter- 
view which fairly sizdled with uncompli- 
mentary references to the rank and file 
of the city’s police force. 

The night court, said Judge Olson, has 
been neglected by the police to such ar 
extent that it is the general opinion of 
the judges that it ought not to continue. 
At the same time, he said, the police are 
occupying themselves with arresting pet- 
ty offenders who are usually discharged 
when they come up for trial, when they 
ought to be catching thieves and holdup 
men. 

Reply to Stelk. | 

All of which was the judge's answer to 
a letter sent him on Thursday by Munici- 
pal Judge John Stelk, ur ging that the 
night court be kept open all night to a void 

imprisonment of persons ar- 
rested late in the day. | 

„We've had the night court for nine 
months now.“ Judge Olson told a Tais- 
UNE reporter, and the police have not 
availed themselves of it at all. We are 
not getting more than one or two cases 
a night. i | 

“When I was in New York I eaw their 
night court, and I have come to the con- 
clusion that such an institution is a re- 
flection on civilization. It means that the 
officers go about the streeteat night ar- 
resting women and not doing much else.

Divorced in California. 

Schultz were divorced in 
California on Jan. 5, 1913, and at the time 
the court did not award the custody of 
the child to either. As a result he has 
been in the habit of spending six or seven 
months at the home of one parent and a 
similar period with the other. 

In April Bernard Shreffier, the boy’s 
grandfather on his mother's side, died in 
Joliet, and he was sent east from Califor- 
nia by hie mother to attend the funeral. 
After it was over he went to the home of 
his father, who has married again. The 
boy refused to go back west, it is sald, 

Acoording to stories ascribed to him, his 
mother took him on gay “joy” parties, 
made him mix drinks for her friends, and 
entertain generally. 


Principal Lets Him Out. 

The boy was at the Henderson avenue 
school when his grandmother, Mrs. Shref- 
fier, went to the principal and said she 
wanted to take him out with her for 3 
short time. Consent was given, and when 
the two reached the street the boy saw 
his mother and her friend, Mra. Laura 
Lawton, wife of a San Francisco stock 
broker. |

jumped from his seat with a short rope, 
caught and tied him, and then placed him 
in the tonneau. Witnesses who saw the 
kidneping said he screamed and that 
the machine went in the direction of 
Aurore, where trains for California can 
be obtained.
